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Castle Rushen, according to Manx tradition, was 
founded by King Guthred in 947. The present structure 
dates from the 13th century, and for many years was the 
state residence of the lords of Man—the Earls of Derby. 
Until recently the castle was the prison for the island, but 
is now only a show place and museum. 
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
